No attempt was made to show what had 
been the testimony of Dudley, or the sub- 
s'ance of it, at the former trial. But E. H. 
Daniel w>s peimitted to testify conccn in* 
ihe transaction with Mm, upon the simple 
proof that Dudley h. d te^t fied in reference 
thereto, witt. out placing ir in the power ol 
the jury todeterm ne whether his testimony 
hid corroborated or contradict d that of E.

Upon the return of the check protes'ed to 
R. M. Bishop & Co., they redeliverfd it to 
E. H. Daniel & Brother, and w;ie repaid 
by them the amount of it and protest fees. 
E. H. Dani 1 & Brother held the check until 
October, 1876, when, at their request, R. 
M. Bishop & Co. , the indorsement to whom 
had not been erased, indorsed it without re. 
course to R. T. Daniel, a member of the 
firm of E. H.Daniel & Brother. 

In 1867, afier the transfer to him, R. T. 
Daniel brought this action against the exec- 
utor* of Harjend ng, who died the latter 
part ol the year ol 1873, and upon the trial, 
a verdict and judgment were rendered in his 
favor for the amount of the check, interest 
and protest fees. 

The only questions made by the executors, 
who have appealed, necessary to be here 
noticed are: 1st. Whether the court below 
erred in assuming in the instructions to the 
jury, as a fact established, that the plaintiff 
in the scion was the owner of the check. 
And 2d. Whether the testim >ny given upon 
the trial by E. H. Daniel, a member of the 
firm ol E. H. Daniel k Brother, was compe- 
tent. 

It is well settled that any holder of a 
check, who can trace a clear legal title to it, 
may maintain an action upon it in his own 
name, whether he possesses the beneficial in- 
terest in its c intents or not. The posses- 
sion of such holder is prima jacii sufficient 
evidence of his rioht to sue. 

In this case the legal title was in R. M. 
Bishop & Co., and the effect of their indorse- 
ment to R. T. Daniel was to transfer it to 
him. And although the ownership of the 
check was attempted to be put in issue by ap- 
pellants still, in the absence of allegation or 
proof affecting the validity of the instrument 
itself, or showing that the prosecution of the 
action in the name of appellee deprived ap- 
pellants of any defense they might have 
otheiwisema e, we do not think the court 
erred in assuming that appellee was the 
owner, and entitled to miintainthe action. 

The other quesiion is more serious. 
t From the agreed slate of facts i> appears 
that Henry Clews & Co. were, on the 30I1 
of August, 1873, bankers of good credit, do- 
ing business in the city of New York, paying 
or causing to he paid all checks and bills 
payable by them, tl at were presented for 
pa)ment, and so continued until the 23d of 
September, 1873, two days before the check 
in question was presented, when tbey sus- 
pended payment and did not afterwards re- 
sume, but went into bankruptcy, their estate 
not naying the cost of the bankrupt proceed- 
ings and the preferred claims against it. 

It further appear*, thai H irpending had on 
deposit with them to his credit, during that 
period, sufficient money to pay the check, 
which has never been repaid o him. 

As it is therefore manifeu that the delay 
until the 23d of September in presenting the 
chick for p-vment was unreasonable, and 
that Harpending, by reason ol such delay, 
has lost the amount of it, appellee has no re- 
course upon his estate unless it be made to 
appear that due presentment of the check for 
payment was waived by Harpending or his 
f gent. 

It is allej-d by appellee, in his petition, 
as an excuse for the de'ay in presenting 
the check lor payment, that at the time it 
was sold and delivered to E. H. Daniel k 
Brother i: was agr-ed between them and one 
Dudley, who tncy allege, und we think satis- 
factorily show, was the general financial 
agent ol Harpending, and as such sold and 
delivered the check, they were not to be held 
to duly present the check lor payment, but 
had the privilege of doing sc at any t me 
between the 2d ol Septemb.rand the 11th 
of October wit iout losing their recourse. 

For the purpose of proving that agreement, 
wheh Wj« denied by appellants, E. H. 
Daniel, a member of the liim ol E. H. 
Daniel & Brother, at the time the check 
was drawn, was introduced as a witness by 
appellee, and did testify such agreement was 
made. 

It is therefore important to determine 
whether he is a competent witness to prove 
that fact. For although another witness 
testified partially to the same effect, his rec- 
ollection does not appear to have been as 
distinct, nor were his statements upon the 
subject as lull or as clear as those ol E. EL 
Daniel; and even if they had been, we 
could no' assume that the |ury would hive 
returned Ihe same verdict without the testi- 
mony of E. H. Daniel. 

By sub-section 2, section 606. Civil Code, 
it is provided that no per.-on shall testify for 
himself concerning any verbal statement of, 
or transaction with, or any act done or 
omitted to be done by • * one who is dead 
when the testuno 

except for the purpose, and to the extent 
of affecting one who is Lving, and who, 
when over fourteen years of age and of sound 
mind, heard such siatem n', or was present 
when such transaction took place, or when 
such set was done or omitied useless 

c. T ie deced.-ntor a representative of, 
or some one interested in his estate, shall 
havetes'ified against such person with refer- 
ence thereto; or 

d. An agent of the decedent * • with 
reference to such act or transaction shall 
have testified against such person with ref- 
erence thereto or be living when such per- 
son offers to testify with reference thereto 

There were two trials of this case in the 
lower court, the first verdict for appellee 
having been set aside. 

At the hrst trial Dudley, the agent, and 
at the time also one of the executors of Har- 
pending, testified asa witnessconcerning the 
sale and delivery of the check by him as 
such agent. But when the second trial took 
place, at which the judgment appealed from 
was rendered, he was dead. 

In our opinion it does not make any diff-r- 
ence that the transaction attempted to be 
proved in this case was with the agent and 
not with the principal. Whde Dudley was 
living it was competent for E. H. Daniel to 
testily for nimself concerning the transact., n 
with him as agent, notwithstanding H irpen- 
ding, the principal, was dead. B .t Dudley 
being dead, Daniel could not legally testily 
lor himself concerning it, not even if Har- 
pending was living. 

By the express terms of section 606 the re- 
straint upon parties or pers ns testifying for 



the fac' that he had been 
first trial. 

But we are of the opinion that if the tes'.i- 
m my ol E. H. D.niel was not otherwise 
competent, it could not be ma 'e so by proof, 
at the instance of appellee, of what the tes- 
timony of Dudley was at the former trial. 
The evident meaning of s-ciion 606, a^ in- 
terpreted by this Court in the case ol Hardin's 
adm'r vs Taylor, si'prs, is that such testi- 
mony is competent only when the agent is 
living, or, il dead, shall have testified against 
such person, with reference to the same 
transaction, at the time and in the man- 
ner the testimony of the living person 
is < ftered to be given. To permit a party or 
person interested to testify before the jury 
concerning a transaction with the agent, who 
is dead, and not present to testily at the 
sume time and in the same manner, would 
give an advantage in many ways to the lin- 
ing, not tolerated by the letter or spirit ol 
the Civil Code, or consonant with justice 
and cqut y. 

Though E. H. Daniel was not a party to the 
action, or at the time of the trial apparently 
interested in the result, he was disqualified 
by sub-section 9, section 6.6, which is as 
follows : 

" The assignment of a claim by a person 
who is incompetent to testify for himself shall 
not make htm competent to tes ily for an- 
other." He, as a member of the same firm, 
was jointly with appellee interested in the 
check at the t me Harpending died, and 
could not subsequent to li s death, by the 
transfer to his c >-p ir'nerof his interest, be- 
come competent as a witness concerning any 
transaction he had no right to testify in ref 
erence to before he made the transfer. To 
prevent such devices as appears to have been 
resorted to in this case for the purpose of 
getting undue advantage of theestateol the 
deceased was the object of the sub-section of 
the Code just quoted. 

It is true R. M. B.shop k Co. held the 
legal title to the check at Ihe time Harpend- 
ing died, but E. H . Daniel & Br ithcr had re- 
paid them the amount of It, and hadthe right 
to erase the endoisement to them and thus 
acquire the legal title as they had then the 
possession of and the beneficial interest in 
it. And though the endorsement by R. M. 
Bishop & Co. to appellee, subsequent to the 
deaih of Harpending, at the request of E. 
H. Daniel, had the effect to invest him with 
the legal title and the right to maintain this 
action, it did not operate to make E. II. 
Daniel competent as a witness. 
. For the error indicated the judgment of the 
court below is reversed and the cau e re- 
manded, with directions togrant a new trill, 
and for further proceedings consistent with 
this opinion.

At Washington about a dozen 
photographs of the first and second con- 
tact of the planet with the sun were taken, 
but clouds interfered seriously. At Chi- 
cago they had a perfectly clear sky, and 
a fine chance to see the entire passage. 
Perhaps the fullest observation in the 
United States was by Harvard University.

There is amjle room in the Ohio Val- 
ley for such a paper as the Cincinnati 
News, if there is not an unmistakable 
demand for it. The three leading papers 
of Cincinnati are the Commercial, Ga- 
zette and Enquirer — the two first being 
Republican, and the last Democratic, 
but, excepting the Gazette, neither 
very staunch in its adherence to par 
ty principles or organization.

The Enquirer is 
conventionally Democratic, and is 
generally found with at least a hall- 
hand in the support of the party; 
but its Democracy is of a modern 
caste, involving self-interest rather more 
than the general interest. For a number 
of years its complexion has been what 
ever Mr. George Alfred Townsend has 
chosen to make it, and Mr. Townsend i^ 
by no means a Democrat. His letters 
over the signature "Gath" have been 
given to the readers ot the Enquirer from 
time to time as correct views of the polit- 
ical situation, while there has not been one 
of them in whi< h the principles and pol- 
icy of the Republican party have not 
been insidiously interwoven, and the in- 
terests of that party in some way sub- 
serverd. It has been the loud com- 
plaint of the Democrats in both States 
where the Enquirer finds its support, that 
the editorials ot the paper were given 
color by its Republican correspondent, 
and that the letters of "Gath" were d.s- 
tastetul and treacherous. The Enquirer 
is therefore not regarded as a reliab'c 
Democratic journal, and is only valued 
for its non-political news dispatches, which 
are creditably numerous and full. 

The Cincinnati News starts out upon a 
basis which must recommend it warmly 
to the Democrats of Kentucky. It is 
under the control of men who undertake 
its management with a purpose to make 
it repres ntative of Democratic princi- 
ples, and hold it always in hand as the 
supporter of Democratic organization. 
Its editors and its correspondent at Wash-, 
ing are men of ability, experienced in 
journalism, and as well grounded in 
Democracy as the most ultra disciple of 
Jefferson could expect. Politically and 
in all features of the business the material 
of the paper will compare well with that 
of any journal in the country. It starts 
upon a sound basis of capital — principle, 
courage, intellect, energy, and money.

OBSERVATIONS OF TiiE TRANSIT AT 
HARTFORD AND NbW HAVEN. 

Hartford. C-., Dec. 6 — Early this 
morning ti e sky was covered with clouds, 
and the German astron< m- r; were unable t 
make the desired observations before the time 
ol the tran>it of Venus. Th* time of ingress 
also passed belore the sun coul i h« clearly 
seen, but at abou 1 IOU5 the clouds became 
so thin tha' heliometric observations could 
be made to de'ermme the} position of Venus 
on the ohr di-k. The work was done very 
rapidly and successfully, though the air was 
not at any time per'cc'Iy clear. Four half 
sets and nx full setsot measurements, rqe 
alent to eight lull mm each, including e'ght 
d 'uhle observations, were completed by 
2:30 p. m. Accurate meast'ietnenls ol the 
apparent diameter of Venus were then made 
before the timeol egress. The final con'acts 
were observed by Drs. Mueller and D ich 
mueller and Bavoinger, ol the German party, 
and Professor Hart, of Trinity College 
but the observations were somewhat inter- 
ferred with by clouds so that only the 
latter two distinguish-, d the black drop. No 
traces were seen of any s a tell He of Verus 
or of ihe atmospheresurrnimding the planet. 
Tne contact at egress was two minuies later 
•han the computed time, the allowance for 
error being but one minute. At the tnd ol 
'he observations the German and American 
digs were displayed from the observatoiii 
and were saluted by the c dlejje students, 
who had themselves observed the phases .. 
the contact with much interest. The astron 
omers to-night telegraph d to Germany of 
their success with the heliometric measure- 
ments, which alone they th't-k will be of 
special value, and were, in thtir judgment 
eminently successful. 

New Haven, Or. December 6. — The re- 
sult of the observations to-iay are as fol- 
low- : Two hundred and fi ty measures, 
mostly good, with heli imeter contacts, lairly 
good in spite of atmospheric tis urb.rce.

One hundr 
and sixty photograph" were tak 11 with a ttn 
fool photo-heliograph, with a horizontal ref- 
erence line obtained by a reflection from 
liquid mercury. Over 100 transits were ob 
tained with a nine inert equatorial and fine 
ruled glass grating and chromogi.-phs.
